It is also the 
firsr half of the Christian Uible. All Christian communities accept the Hebrew 
texts as authoritative - the Christian faith gifcW out of Judaism, To Christians, 
Jesus Christ is the Messiah prophesied in the Old Testament scriptures.

Unlnmnutely, much of its original subtlety is lost in 
translation. Hebrew poetic features include rhythm, lepeunon of sentences, 
similarity of sounds, and wordplay on such things as the meanings of names. 
These literary devices helped the reader memorize the texts. Hebrew 
poetry is rich in imagery, and the biblical writers 
used this to convey the deepest human feelings 
and to express the power of spiritual experience,

The apostles are persecuted 




T 1 HE M THE HICH PRIEST and all his associates., who were 

members of the putty of the wrrej filled wi.tlsje-altju.sy. 

They arrested the apostles aetd put them ms tire public jail But 
during tise night an angel of the Lord opened the doon of die jail and 
brought them chit. “'tlo. stand in the temple courts," he said, "ltd tell 
rhe people the fi.il] message of this new Lite."" 

At daybreak they entered the temple courts, as they had been told, 
and began to teach the people. 

When the high priest and his associates arrived, they called together 
the Sanhedrin - [he full assembly of the elders of Israel - and sent to 
the jail lor the apostles. Thu Oft arriving at the jail, [lie officers did not 
find them there, So they went back arid reported. " "We found the jail 
securely locked, with the guards standing at die doors; hut when $re 
opened limit, we found no one iimde" ‘On hearing ihls report, the 
captain of rhe temple guard atgl the chief priest* were puzricd. 
wondering whar would come of this. 

"Then someone came and said, "Look! Thf ihil-ii you put in jail 
are standing in the Temple enures reaching the people." At that, the 
captain went with his officers and 

brought the apostles. Thee did not use 
farce, because they feared that the 
people would stone them. 

Having brought the apostles, they 
made them appear before (he Sanhedrin 
to he questioned by the high prtcCt.

Letter to the Hebrews., is 
aho cciiKhlered by iomfi to Iph,- Pauls work His 
letters were not sermons, but lively message* to 
specific people, individuals, or churches. The 
letters svere composed du ring or after a journey. 
They were s>ften handed in to a church by one of 
Pauli envoys,, or by scmie<5iie traveling to the city 
to whtch rhe letter w.is adiircssed. E’aul wrote KH31C 
imprisoned in Rome. Sometimes he used 
SeCietaries, who added their names at the end of 
iIh- letter, like Tcttius, who ivmtc the Letter to the 
Itom.Tjis. hut ustially I’ilil Signed them himsi-ll.
